The mock-model approved includes seating for over 

100 people in circular bootiis, and tables. There will 
be latticing for privacy, shadow boxes, indirect light- 
ing, and three small dance areas. 
The decor of the new social area will be basically 
black with accents of various colors. 
In addition to the dance areas, there will be a room 
set aside for the students on athletic scholarships. 
This room will serve as a "training room" inwiiich 
they will be served meals.

'No Preaching' 
From Moralists 

"You're not going to he talked 
to and preached at. We came here 
with various experiences around 
the world to ask you students to 
take the biggest challenge and the 
biggest job in the world." 

The speaker was Ralph Colwell 
who, with Dick Sherman, is here 
today to make preparations for the 
Moral Rearmament Task Force diat 

will be at FSU tomorrow night. 
The task force will present a pro- 
gram on "Modernizing America" 
In Moore Auditorium at 8 p.m. 
tomorrow. It will be led fay Olym- 
pic gold medalist Rusty Walles, 
with a four member Internatk-nal 
panel and the Colwells folk singing 
trio. 

"We don't represent a movement 
to join," said Colwell, "but we 
present a dialogue on how to put 
a backbone in America and find a 
policy that the world can under- 
stand and support." 

"In our tour (through Florida) 
we are trying u> find a corps of 
Americans who can anlculate free- 
dom as an ideology and help win 
the hearts and minds of South Am- 
erica and Asia," said Sherman. 

'Through these programs Rusty 
is trying to inspire responsibility 
for the country and for each indi- 
vidual's life," Sherman said. "We 
believe that things are wrong and 
ought to be delt with. 

"We have to start with the basic 
issues of understanding oursel-.es 
and the people around us. We have 
to deal first with what's wr<jng 
with them, make them aware of the 
problems around us and then get- 
ting them to fight for what's right," 
he said.

In all that time his work 
has been completely voluntary and he has never drawn a 
paycheck. He told us there are 3,000 people around 
the world who are doing the same type of volunteer 
work. 

Besides this dedication from individuals, the Moral 
rearmament program has enlisted the aid of young men 
such as Olympic team member Rusty Wailes( who will 
speak Tuesday night) and even the grandson of India's 
tjrhandi. 

Space will not permit us to go into more facts about 
this movement, but we feel it does warrant considera- 
tion by the students. 

The basic concept involved in helping people, especially 
young adults, find a direction and purpose in their life 
and the methods used to accomplish this are good Es- 
pecially in our present atmosphere where fewer and 
fewer people really seem to give a damn. 

We are going to make every effort to attend the pro- 
gram. It promises to be well worth it.

CMMP Is not limited to just ihe high 
school and university student, or 
more appropriately, the Beatle Set. 
As its ultra perceptive discoverer 
from BUly Hames Hargis' Christian 
Crusade, David Noebel, has so often 
pointed out, the program Is geared 
also to the kindergarten and grade 
school students.

We talked recently of the possibility of dishonesty 
becoming a dominant element in student politics if 
steps aren't taken now.

We can offer two possible explanations for such 
hon( stv being dealt with so harshly. 

tirst, the election's commissioner might have mis- 
interpreted the statutes. If so we hope this error will 
be corrected before the next election. 

Secondly, the perhaps more feasihlf, the entire el- 
ections code seems to be such a jumble of contradic- 
tions and vague passages that it would tax the most 
able mterpreter. Perhaps Galbraith and Wood are vic- 
tims of a very inadequate set of i-ules. 

Whatever the case, we would hope both the code and 
the jurisdiction of the election's commissioner will be 
given a long hard look. With proper revision, every- 
bodj''s job should be a little easier.

In answer to your continued column 
In the Thursday, Feb. 18, Issue of 
the "Flambeau," I would like to 
make a short rebuttle in defense of 
U.S. policy and prestige In South 
Vietnam.

When students see "The Tales of 
Hoffmann" on the Westcott stage 
March 19-20, they will see the end 
product of several thousand hours 
of preparation, including exhausting 
rehearsals and also much "out-of- 
tne-limelight" work. 

It's a long road from the idea of 
presenting an opera to the night 
when the curtain goes up and in 
between is a task that would chal- 
lenge any organization man. 

After the FSU Opera Guild de- 
cided to present an opera, a sele- 
ction had to be made. This was 
done last fall and, according to 
Karl Mohr, technical director and 
designer of the production, 'The 
Tales of Hoffmann" was chosen 
because it included numerous lea- 
ding roles which enabled tlie Guild 
to take advantage of the abu n d an ce 
of talent on the campus. 

Tu the audience the stage design 
is "just there," but for the "be- 
hind the scenes" planners It isn't. 
For "Tales of Hoffmann," items of 
scenery had to be built, including 
columns, a gondola, Venetian walls, 
floor levels, and a piano styled after 



Since the design is based un space 
staging, no back drops are needed 
but a huge sheet of blue muslim 
is required to provide a blue sky 
"cycle rama" over the entire stage. 

Tryouts were early so that major 
performers could take their roles 
home during the Christmas holi- 
days. Music had to be selected 
and ordered. The best translation 
from the original French into En- 
glish had to be chosen and a siza- 
ble orchestra had to be arranged. 

Musical rehearsals began with the 
second trimester and "blocking re- 
hearsals" — music with stage move- 
ments — were underway in early 
February. 

Costuming is a major task with a 
25-member chorus that requires 
three cosrume changes and 12 prin- 
cipal actors and actresses with se- 
veral costume changes. In all about 
100 costumes have to be provided. 

Intricate plans had to be made for 
obtaining the best lighting effects. 
These plans are now made butfiveto 
six days of work lie aheadfor hangii^ 
and arranging 60-70 spotlights ac- 
ross the stage.

An entering junior student who has 
not had basic ROTC is eligible f jr 
admission into the Advanced Pro- 
gram, according to Col. Milton J. 
Tankersley, Professor of Military 
Science at FSU. 

This provision, under the ROTC 
Vitalizatit.n Act of 1964 is speci- 
fically aimed at junior college trans- 
ferees and students in four year in- 
stitutions who initially declined to 
take ROTC. 

Students, who qualify, attend a six- 
week summer camp in Fon Knox, 
Kentucky before beginning their jun- 
ior year. The period at summer 
camp gives the student credit for the 
basic course. 

While at this camp the students are 
pr.vided with clothing, food, and 
medical care. They also receive$78 
per month whUe there. The expense 
of traveling to and from the camp is 
paid by the Army. 

According to Col. Tankersley. the 
student is not c-.mmitted to the 
■m c y until he returns to the Unl- 
■ersity in the fall and signs a con 



tract. He is then part of the Advanc- 
ed ROTC Program and will receive 
a commission upon completion of 

c lle.;e. 

If diirwi,.- iii5 Ri)TC trainin>i; the 
Studen- :c j:; let finishcoUeKefor 
some c d reas n, he may drop .ut 
of ROTC with no funher obligation 
to the Army, said Col. Tanicersley. 

The new ROir I, -iso provides 
for a scholarship pr . r sm. 

In Sept. the Armv will ,ffer a 
thousand ROTC sch^ I •rships-. pour 
hundred of then .viii e f r fresh- 
men who were eligujle t r West 
Point but could not get m due t. 
space limitations. The other 6(Xi will 
go to outstanding juniors and 
seniors. 

These scholarships will pay up to 
$850 of college expenses plus $50 
per month to the student. The nly 
obligation for the scholarships is 
three or four years active duty, said 
Col. Tankersley.

Groot Appeals Disqualification, 
Claims Decision 'Glaring Error' 



Jim Groot said today that he is 
going to appeal the Elections Com- 
mission decision to Honor Court 
with the faith that at some point 
in our appeals system this "glar- 
ing error" of the Elections Com- 
mission will be rerognized. _ 

"1 have an unshtikeable faith that 
it will be L-ecognized and that the 
end result will be my assumption 
of office and the resumption of 
government," Groot said. 

In a statement to the "Flambeau" 
Groot said, "I'm still worried, not 
just worried but filled with appre- 
hension for Student Govemmeni." 

"There are people who are so 
violently intent on ignoring the ma- 
jority vote, that they prefer to use 
the power they now hold in Studoit 
Goverment to not only defame per- 
sonalities and individuals, but to 
defame and disrupt the due process 
of law. 

■'I am asking that my previous 
supporters and my new su«)orter« 
stand firm in their belief; a belief, 
1 hope, that Is not motivated by 
party or politics, but rooted In the 
sincere knowledge that we won In 
the beginning because we cared more 
and worked harder. 

"We'll win in the «ad becatise we 
stUl care more and will still work 



harder and above all we're right. 
Let us all remember that the end 
result must be a continuity of gov- 
ernment, not a disruption <rf gov- 
ernment," Groot said. 
Bill Falck, Groot's defense coun- 
sel, said that they were appealing 
on the grounds that the Elections 
Commission ' had misconstrued 
facts, had erred on many points, 
and that Important witnesses' state- 
ments were being contested as un- 
true. Falck Is also questioning the 
jurisdiction of the Commission. 
After the Commission had released 
its statement Tuesday night Falck 
claimed that the statement was ". . . 
extremely one sided and there was 
no mention of our side and nothing 
about the evidence that we had pre- 
sented." 

Groot was disqualified f r not 
claiming the Fred Biletnikoff ad 
in the "Flambeau" on his expense 
statement. By the wording on the 
ad the Commission said that Groot 
had to take the responsibility.

Cannon was $129. $64 of this was 
listed as a personal expense and 
another $64 was listed as a con- 
tribution from his party. 

"So In the last campaign, $336 
was spent in behalf of one candi- 
date, $129 In behalf of the other. 
Furthermore, the margin of vic- 
tory was only 89 votes. 

"Knowing this, we would ask if 
the extra $206 spent in behalf of 
the winnii^ candidate enabled him 
to receive- the most votes. If 
both candidates had spent $130 who 
would have won? 

"More than this, the Elections 
Commission has determined af:er 
over seven hours of deliberation 
that an advertisement which was 
claimed by neither the party or 
the candidate was attributable to 
the candidate.

The three men have been playing 
basketball together for the past four 
years, each holding an impressive 
record of his own. They have thrill- 
ed the cr jwds with their tremendous 
ball handling and shooting. 
Gonzalez graduated from Miami 
High and came tu FSU on his own. 
He easUy made the freshman team 
playing outstanding ball. 
He was red-shirted for half of his 
sophomore year, Gonzalez moved 
into varsity competition under try- 
ing conditions.

Why was the Blletnikoff ad, admit- 
ted to being a major, long-discussed 
part of Gro'it's campaign, left off 
ij'.th drool's and the University 
Partv's expense statements? Was 
the "Flambeau" made aware that 
this was to be a l^niversity l>arty 
ad? 

"Since these and other questions 
were left uncinswered and seeming- 
ly unanswerable by the hearing, the 
case must be decided on the facts

"As I said last week to my ever 
growing group of supporters: stand 
fast, for we're right and somebody 
is going to recognize this," said 
Groot. 

After looking over tlic Honor 
Court's written decision, Tom Far- 
rar, a defense assistant, com- 
mented, 'The unusual statement 
of the Honor Coun reaffirmed my 
C-iiviction that we will win this 
appeal before our first impartial 
cour. . 

"The C' urt admitted 'considerable 
doubt as to the exact intent involved 
in wtv was t ' accept responsibility 
for the advert. semen-.' The in- 
tent and resp iisiloiity is, tiowever, 
exactlv ;!io r i:.: in cntentioii. 

"Bec.iiise tile ITections Commis- 
sion had assumed substantially this 
same method, and because the oral 
statements of the defense witnesses 
were disallowed by the Electionij 
Coininission, Gniot has never liad 
the opportunity to appear before 
;> judicial or quasi-judicial body 
being assumed innocent imtil pro- 
ven guilty. 

"Groot deserves to be deemed in- 
nocent until proven beyond doubt 
to be guilty. Such an assumption 
has never been made in prosecu- 
tion against him. 

•To accept the Elections Com- 
mission's opinion as to tlie facts 
is to imply that Groot was guilty 
unless he could prove that opinion 
wrong," concluded Farrar.

Rector said that they never told 
him who the ad was for, and con- 
sequently lie had filled ui the name 
"Jim firooi" for the designation 
of the ad when the two men left 
his office. 

Faick claimed that he had asked 
Hector later if he knew that the 
ad was for the I'nivcrsity i'arty 
and Rector h-id said yes. 

Rector denied tiiis, saying that 
Falck only a-ked him If he knew 
who the ad was for. Rector s.Tid 
he t dd Falck no he didn't know 
il it w;is for the party or t;root. 

Ken Hey, commissioner of elec- 
tions, asked c;root that if it was 
so important that this ad be charged 
to tlie party why didn't he make 
sure that the contract was written 
in siicli a ntanner. 

Hey also aisked wliy tlie credit 
line read "paid for by the friends 
of James L. Groot" not by the 
University l^arty. 

Groot said he considered the phrase 
paid for by University Party "trite." 
He let the credit line "friends" 
be used ". . .because some people 
are just easy to get along with.'' 

Falck then tried to establish that 
Tellone could act as an agent for 
the patty, calling him a "party 
coordinator." 

Party chairman Walt Martindale 
testified that this was an informal 
term used in "some circles" for 
reliable party workers. 

Martindale said that he could, with- 
out formal permission from the UP 
executive council, grant these peo- 
ple the right to sign contracts for 
the party. 

Under cross-examination, Tellone 
said tiiat he did not know that he 
had this power until Groot told him 
to sign the contract for the party. 

This was the second contract for 
the ad. The first had been signed 
by Groot, and then later torn up 
so tliat Tellone could sign. 

Groot said that this was done to 
make it clear that he was not 
buying the ad. Rector said that 
Groot never made it clear to him 
why this was dune, and had never 
made it clear that Tellone was an 
agent for the party. 

In the summation for the Elections 
Com m is s i( n , A tto rney C ene ra 1 Ted 
DeL.eVergne said that Tellone's 
basis of authority was not sufficient- 
ly established. 

Falck, for Crool, said that they 
had pniven the ad was intended to be 
a party expense, had proven Tel- 
lone was an agent for the pany, 
and that the omission of tlie ad on 
an expense statement was the party's 
fault.

Court's Honor 



Tht Honor Court hasrendered its verdict. The 
Elections Commission has been upheld in disqual- 
ifying the candidacy of Jim Groot as president of 
the student body. ^ 

The case will probably now go to the Faculty 1 
Revit '.v Committee, which, accordinj^ to Associate 
Dean of Students Jack Arnold, will consist of 
administration, faculty and students. I 

\Vi have hrard various people mumblin<^ things 
about biased judges and politically motivated de- 
cisions. 

\\\ have even heard it saidthat the administration 
believes the integrity of the Honor Court is in 
serious question and that its decision will be 

iui - Iv reversed because of the doubt. 

In ')ur system of government, the judges of the i 
highest student court inthe student legal processes | 
are chosen in open elections by the student body. J 

In our opinion, the process of election is the 
lairest method yet devised lor the selection of 
judicial officials so as to make them responsible 
to the student bocfy. 

Wi therefore do not believe that any appeal of 
the Honor Court's decision to a higher court of 
ipncils ran or should be based on charges of 
political bias on the part of Honor Court judges. 

As Chief Justice Mines Boyd frankly admitted 
yesterday, the members of the Honor Court are 
onlv human and are subject to the same failings 
and ioibles that are conmion to all of us. 

We believe, however, that the integrity of the 
juiii^t s in this matter is unimpeachable. They 
have carefully analyzed and examined the evidence 

as presented by both sides and, after hours of 
discussion, have made a decision. 

We will make no attempt to judge the decision. 
That is for the next review board to consider. 

If the Faculty Review Committee finds that in its 
investigation of the evidence presented before both 
the Honor Court and the Elections Commission, 
tlcHients of doubt exist that sufficiently change 
the case enough to overrule the decisions of 
these two bodies, then certainly appropriate ac- 
tion should be taken. 

Wc do not believe, however, that a review com- 
mittee should attempt to judge the character of 
the student body's duly constituted justices. 

We hope a faculty review board considers care- 
fully the facts of the case and will not be swayed 
by the hurt cries of disappointed plaintives poin- 
ting their fingers at alleged claims of judicial 
prf iudice. 

equally hope that they do not care so much 
toi ihc "image" of the University that they allow 
justice to be trampled underfoot by a "public 
ret itions conscious" administrative committee. 
V- hope that a review committee will remember 
that the students at FSU and the people of the 
Stat" of Florida are more interested in seeii^ 
ju>tice done than in witnessing a fastidious ad- 
niii istrative committee sweep unpleasant inci- 
<i< i's under the rug of "the good name of the Uni- 
. ver.-'ity."

Joe Tellone, Jim Gmot's "unof- 
ficial campaign manager, or LP 
coordinator according t, the labeling 
side, today released this statement 
on the Honor C'lurt's decision to 
deny Jim Groot's appeal. 

"Saturday night the Honor Coun 
unanimously voted to uphold the de- 
cision of the Elections Commission 
to disqualify Jim Groot. Tills de- 
cision should and will be respected; 
however, I am not sure ^istwfaatthe 
decision meant.

"Chief Justice Hines Boydhas Sta- 
ted "hl member of the court could 
deny that tie possessed certain per- 
sonal biases."

FSU has been designated as the 
"clearing house" for SAPHE, which 
was organized last fall by students 
from the state universities in order 
to educate the citizens of Florida 
and the l^islature on the needs of 
higher education in the state. 

One proposal considered in Satur- 
day's meetii% in the Florida Union 
is a university housing committee 
to be formed under the Florida 
Hotel and Restaurant Commission, 
said Mening. 

The proposal, if adopted at a ses- 
sion of the Florida Legislature, 
would improve the condition of all 
off-campus housing in tlie state by: 

(1) extending the ^irisdictioD of all 
the Hotel and Restaurant Com- 
mission to cover any room or apart- 
ment rented to any student at any 
state or private institution, and 
(2) enlai^e the restrictions of the 
Hotel and Restaurant Commission 
by including provisions for adequate 
facilities such as desks. 

The proposal was presented to 
SAPHE by the director of ofi-cam- 
pus housing at the University of 
Florida. 

Each university represented ag- 
reed to send letters to their respec- 
tive legislative delegations

Now then, it became the option of 
the Court to consider tlie facts in 
dUspute, and rule on them. 

However, it must be strongly 
pointed out, that when this trans- 
pires, Mr. Groot ceases to be the 
petitioner for redress, but the de- 
fendant. The Court must then con- 
sider him in this light, assuming 
his innocence until proven beyond 
a doubt guilty. 

This the Court obviously failed to 
do, for to quote one of the Justices , 
there was "considerable doubt." I 
emphasize, CONSIDERABLE 
DOUBT. . .The facts speak for them- 
selves. 

' Now let us place this in the con- 
text of the trial. My colleagues 
and I presented (contrary to state- 
ments printed to the "Flambeau"), 
considerable evidence in support of 
our contentions. Yet in considering 
the case the Honor Court ruled that 
we "established no facts which con- 
tradicted those presented by the 
Elections Commission." 

I firmly believe that anyone who 
sat through the more than ten hours 
of the trial can attest to the fact 
that such evidence was presented— 
In fact voluminous evidence. And 
yet with this evidence and with "con-r 
siderable doubt," the Coun upheld 
the presumptive ruling of the Elec- 
tions Commission, and furthermore 
upheld and perpetuated the philo- 
sophy that s man is guilty (in this 
case he was not) until proven be- 
yoqd a doubt, innocent.

We have discussed with a number of students the 
implications of the recent disqualification of Jim Groot 
as student body president elect. It is becoming apparent 
to 1? that the major question is, should the disqualifica- 
tion stand, howwill next year's president be determined? 

We have asked this question in a previous editorial but 
uncertainty still remains among serious thinking stu- 
dents and the question remains unanswered. 

After discussing the problem with some students we 
realize the complications of the problem. We are 
sure these complications have been seriously con- 
sidered by the officials responsible, and we feel now is 
the time to explain to the students exactly what to 
expect.

in considerable doubt as to what 
t :;eiieve concerning our recent 
I presidential elections. Only one 

5 ij point seems to be completely clear— 

e there has been considerable loss 

of respect apd confidence in the 
,, ■ instirutions of Student Government. 

The integrity of both the Elections 
Commission and the Honor Coun 
seem to lack anything approaching 
unanimous student trust. Perhaps 
an examination of the composition 
of these bodies can give insight 
into this lack of trust. 
The Elections Commission is com- 
posed of the following persons: (Here 
I find it necessary f i apologize to the 
reader. I had intended to insen 
the members of the Commission, 
as it is tteoretically public reconl. 
Unfortunately, such information is 
not available. The office of student 
government informed me that they 
had no record, and that I should 
call Ken Hey, Commissioner of 
Elections. Mr. Hey refused to give 
me the names. When I then called 
the office of the Dean of Students 
and asked for such a list, I wa = 
told that they would get it for rre. 
The result was that their office 
was also told that the office of Stu- 
dent Government had no such re- 
cord. They were unable to contact 
Mr. Hey by telephone. Miss Kathy 
Young, a member of the Commis- 
sion, told me that she could not 
release such a list to me. When 
she was called by the office of 
the Dean of Students, she said that 
she would deliver a list to them 
late that afternoon. Unfonunately, 
that will be to j late for inclusion 
in this letter). All members of 
the Elections Commission are ap- 
pointed by the Student Body Presi- 
dent. John .Merting is the Student 
Body President. Merting ran for 
office on the Student Parry ticket, 
as did Jack Canr,. n am! Gene Steams. 



In other words, although statutes 
require that Commissioners remain 
non-afiiUated with campus parties, 
the person or persons who appoint 
them are not non-affiliated. 

The present members of Honor 
Court, and the party on whose acket 
they ran, are as follows: 

Karen Hammond. Kappa Delu, Stu- 
dent Party; Donald Loucks. Lambda 
Chi Alpha. Student Party; Sharon 
Dunn. Delta Delta Delu. qipoimed 
to fUl a vacancy by John Merting; 
Jackie Simpson, Zeta Tau A4>ha. 
Student Party; Ken Nelson, Student 
Party: Bill HoUlster.PhlDeltaThe- 
ta. University Party; Jo Etta Law- 
rence, Delta Gamma, University 
Party; and Hines Boyd (Chief Jus- 
tice), Phi Delta Theta. The Honor 
Court is elected along political lines. 
The term is only one year. 

In light of the composblon of tbese 
bodies and the methods of their 
selection, it is hxleed difficult to be- 
lieve that either of them is capable 
of completely non-{>Brtisan rulings 
and decisions in cases involving 
campus poUtical differences. Tlw 
Student Body Constitution provides 
for a system of appeals wUch pro- 
ceeds from the Elections Com- 

i sjon to Honor Court, to a Faculty 
Review Committee appointed by the 
University President, to the Presi- 
dent of the University himself. It 
would seem that the first level 
capable of giving impartial Judge- 
ment in poUtical cases is die Fa- 
culty Review Committee. 

Until the student body is given an 
interpretation and ruling by such 
an impartial body, there is Uttle 
the average voter can do but wait 
and reserve Judgement. In doing 
so, it should be remeinbered that 
neither statements from Student 
Government bodies, nor articles 
by politically associated members 
of the "Flambeau" staff necessari- 
ly reflect the whole truth or un- 
prejudiced viewpoints.

WHICH HAVE BEEN MADE AGAINST HIM. 



The Elections Commission has disqualified Jim following 
his election victory on the basis of four violations of the 
Elections Code. The first three Tdolations were as follows: 

1. "2 posters on 1 side of bulletin board" 

2. "Poster inside business building bulletin board" 

3. "niegal poster in Salley Hall" (This third offense was 
dated 2/10/65 by the Elections Commission—that is, the day 
after the election). 

Please note the petty nature of these charges. Apparently 

no attempt was made by the Elections Commission to prove 
who placed these posters in their "illegal" positions. It is 
obvious that no serious candidate for office—and certainly 
Jim Groot is that— would himself deliberately commit such 
open violations of the Elections Code. This is particular- 
ly true when he well knew that the Elections Commis- 
sion, appointed by John Merting of the Student Party, was 
not overly friendly toward him. 

These three "violations" set the stage. Only four violations 
are necessary to automatically disqualifv a candidate. Despite 
obvious desire on the part of the Elections Commission, they 
were unable to find any fourth offense prior to February 
twenty-first, which, being one week following the filing of 
Groot' s financial statement, was the date by which the Com- 
mission was required by statute to issue a certificate of 
election. Nonetheless, the commission delayed its report 
until Februan- twenty-fifth, when they announcr d that they 
had found a fourth— the disqualifying— "violation." 

The charge was that Jim had overspent on campaign finan- 
ces. It hinged around a "Flambeau" advertisement in which 
Fred Biletnikoff endorsed Jim's candidacy. To add the cost 
of this ad to Jim's expense account would indeed have caused 
It to exceed the sixty-five dollar liri.it. The fact is that the 
ad was planned, designed, and paid for bv the University 
Party, not Jim Groot. Here it should be pointed out that a 
candidate's party can legally spend money in supporting its 
candidates, without sur-h expense being included in the candi- 
date's personal expense account. Such expenses are to be 
mcluded in the party expense accounts. 

The actual steps taken in placing the ad were as follows: 

1. The idea of using BiletnikofPs name in endorsing Groot. 
though not the exact method of so doing, was discussed at 
University Party meetings as far back as last October and 
November. 

2. On Januaiy twenty-ninth, the treasurer of the University 
Party withdrew $20.50 from the University Party bank account, 
as directed by the party chairman. 

3. This money was given to the party chairman that same 
(fciy. 

4. The party chairman gave the money to Groot, with the 
understanding that fifty cents of it was repayment for an un- 
used party membership card which Groot had returned and 
that the remaining $20.00 was to be delivered to the "Flam- 
beau" as a deposit to reserve half a page in the February 
eighth edition of the "Flambeau." ^ 

5. On February second, Jim delivered the money to the 
"Flambeau" and reserved the half page in the "Flambeau" 



for the University Party. At this time it had still not been de- 
cided exactly what the nature of the ad was to be. 

6. On February fifth, Jim returned to-the "Flambeau" 
office, accompanied by Joe Tellone. a University Party work- 
er. At this time the final version of the ad was delivered to 
the "Flambeau." Jim requested that the space reservation 
form, filled out on February second and bearing Groot's 
name, be destroyed anci replaced by the final form, signed 
by Joe Telh^ne. This was done to en^)ha8ize that it was thf 
party's ad, not Jim's. 

7, The "Flambeau" sent no bill for the fifteen dollars still 
owed on the ad until after the commission's disqualification 
of Groot. As soon as this bill was received, the University 
Party completed paying for the ad. 

It Should be pointed out that all of the above facts are well- 
documented and witnessed. There is no doubt concerning the 
basic facts: 

1. The party plam«d the ad. 

2. The party paid for the ad. 

3. The ad was a University Party ad. 

4. The ad should be listed in the University Party expense 
account. 

5. If the ad was paid for by the party, how could it be at- 
tributed to Jim's expense account? 

After examining the above, the decisions of the Eler ti' 
Commission and the Honor Court seem difficult to undersian ;. 
Perhaps a look at their composition will make things clearer. 

The Elections Commission is composed of twelve com- 
missioners and the Commissioner of Elections, Ken Hev. All 
of these were appointed },v John Mertii^. who ran f.-r ih. 
office of Vice President (from which he acceded to the Pres- 
idency) on the Student' Party ticket. 

Six student justices heard Jim's case before the Honor 
Court. All but one of them had supported Jack Cannon, Jim's 
opponent. The Chief Justice and one other member of the 
court were fraternity brothers of Ken I^, whose decision 
was being appealed. All of the justices belonged to either a 
sorority or a fraternity. Jim Groot is an independent (Be- 
lieve it or not— he still won the election). 

Although these associations definitely do not necessarilv 
prove any prejudice or bias, they certainly do not inspire 
confidence in the inqtartiality of tiie commission or the court. 

Because of the large amount of evidence supporting our 
case (the complete legal brief coirtains twenty-five pages 
and twenty-five sworn, notarized statements), because of the 
strong possibility of prejudice evidenced by the court, an(' 
because we deeply believe In the truth and justice of oar 
stand, we are appealing the Honor Court's decision to a 
higher, impartial court. Until their verdict is announced, 
ask that you bear with us, and remember that statement 
issued by student government agencies and articles written 
by politically associated members of the "Flambeau" staff 
are not necessarily the whole truth or unbiased view- 
points.

As far as the statement that I

to average commercial prices. 

Service proves to be somewhat 
slovrer during September and Octo- 
ber than in February and March, 
due to the amount and type of 
clothing worn during fall months. 

Some 76,000 pounds «f laundry are 
handled In September, as compared 
to 40.000 pounds in February, said 
Winn.

1 cannot help but comment on the 
full-page article appearing March 
11th whose purpose was reputedly 
"to review the charges which have 
been made against (James Groot)." 
This letter reminds our knowledg- 
able student body to "remember 
that statements issued by student 
government agencies and articles 
written by politically associated 
members of the "Flambeau" staff 
are not necessarily the whole truth 
or unbiased viewpoints." 

Often-ttmes I have difficulty as- 
certaining what conclusions and in- 
ferences can logically be drawn 
from a statement, but, to my some- 
times-feeble mind, at least, it seems 
that this quote must also mean that 
statements issued by Groot and his 
associates and articles written by 
politically associated members of 
his ardent supporters are "not nec- 
essarily the whole truth or unbiased 
viewpoint s." C ould this be possible? 

For whatever it will be worth, 
this letter presents the "truth"-- 
the contradictory and coniusingpre- 
sentation of the chronology of hap- 
penings from Jan. 29th to Feb. 5th 
which are extremely important to 
this 'juestion. This chronology is 
derived from the testimony and 
signed statements of persons in- 
volved. 

Friday, Jan. 29: Stuart Sutta, 
L'.l'. treasurer, reports withdrawing 
$20.50 from the Student Depository 
at the request of Walt Martindale, 
UJ^. chairman, in order to give to 
Groot to pay for the Biletnikoff 
ad.

Tues., Feb. 2: Groot went up to 
the "Flambeau" business office and 
saw Danny Rector, the business 
manager, about taking out .in ad for 
the Feb. 8th edition. At this time 
Ci-oot signed a contract for the ad 
personally. This was not a space 
reservation contract he signed - 
there is no such thing - he signed 
a contract for the ad. 

.\ question arises as to whether the 
$20 in cash was paid by Groot to 
Rector at this time or .it a later 
day. Groot stated at the hearing 
that he was not sure when the 
money was paid but he thought that 
it was early in the week. Rector 
stated that Ctoui paid him the $20 
on Friday, Feb. 5. 

TTiurs., Feb. 4: Ooot and Tel- 
lone state that there was no Thurs- 
day meeting at all. Rector and 
Charles Tunnicliff, the advertise- 
ment salesman for the "Flambeau" 
who was in the office with Rector, 
state that there was a Thursday 
meeting. I'hey state that Groot 
and Tellone came up to the busi- 
ness office with the [biletnikoff let- 
ter, tore up the first contract at 
Groot's request and filled out a 
new one which Groot told Tellone 
to sign. It was then discovered that 
Biletnikoff s signature on the letter 
was in the wrong type of ink .ind 
would not come out in the aii. 1 unni- 
cliff went to the production ! .b 
alone to talk to the lab man to see 
if he could go over the signature 



with the pn)per kind of ink. He 
was not there so I'unnicliff returned 
to the office and told Grout that 
they would have to get Biletnikoff 
to sign the letter again. Groot 
and Tellone then left the otfice. 

Friday, Feb. 5: Groot and Tel- 
lone state that they both entered 
the business manager's office for the 
first time together, carrying the 
Biletnikoff letter. ITiey say that 
Rector then told them the signa- 
ture would not lIo, so they went with 
Tunnicliff to the production lab and 
had the signature fixed up, returned 
to the office, tore up the first con- 
tract, and filled out the second one 
which was signed by Tellone. They 
state that they made a point of tel- 
ling Rector more than once thatthis 
was to be a U.P. ad. 

Rector states that on this day Groot 
returned alone with the signature 
still not fixed up. so Tunnicliff took 
them out of the office. They returned 
with the signatiu-e fixed up. He 
states that Groot then gave him the 
$20 cash. Tunnicliff agrees with 
Rector's statements, stating that 
lie took Groot into the production 
lab .intl had the signature gone over 
in the proper ink. Tunnicliff does 
not remember seeing Tellone with 
Ctooi on Friday. Rector and Tunni- 
cliff both state that to the best of 
their knowledge neither Groot nor 
lellone ever mentioned that this 
was to be a U.P. ad. 

Such is the chronology - four dif- 
ferent people, two conflicting 
stories. One story from Groot 
and Tellone, both with a great in- 
terest in the outcome, and one story

The original wording for the adver- 
tisement included the words "Space 
f r -.iiis statement provided through 
individual Contributions." 

When the ad appeared Thursday, 
the line had been changed to "Paid 
for in the cause of good government 
by the University Parry." 

.According to T -ler, someone went 
directly to the printing .ff ice after 
the pages had beoa typed, pasted up, 
and photographed, and caused the 
printer to make a new plate with 
the line changed. This was done with 
no authorization. 

Changing the line and making a new 



plate involved an extra cost for the 
production of the "Flambeau." 

According to Galbraith, the com- 
minee's function will be (1) to col- 
lect Information regarding the 
changing of the ad in this particular 
case, and (2) to suggest measures 
to prevent such an unauthorized 
change from happening again. 

"The enUre board is concerned 
with the impUcatlons of the change 
in the ad," said Galbraith, "not so 
much with the change itself as with 
the principles involved. 

'The editor of the Tlambeau' is 
resp- nsible fi.r the content of every 
issue of the 'Flambeau', including 
advertising. The Publication's Lab 
manager is responsible for the tech- 
nical production of the 'Flambeau.'

This I read on the billboard of the 
Wesley Foundation, and it reassured 
me of my faith in my and the Honor 
Court's decision of the Jim Qroot 
disqualification.

This 
was signed by a member of a fra- 
temit\ of another party, and was 
subscribed "1 .ad for by Students 
for James L. Groot.' This does 
not i"ipl\ a University Party ad. 

2. The contract. Reseirved by Groot, 
and signed b\ a University Party- 
supporter, joe rellone. The'line de- 
signating tho fir:--. Aas not signedby 
Tellone, and later, due to the mis- 
understanding of Flair.beau person- 
nel, it was signed for Jim Ooot. 
Part of the bill was paid for by Jim 
Groot, the rest of the bill was sent 
to Joe Tellone at his home address 
at his re :uest. 

3. I he UI-'s depository stubs and 
ledger. The stubs were not dated, 
the ledgerwas co:-,posed atone ti-ic. 

4. The University Party's expense 
statement turned into the Elections 
Commission. TTie expense for the ad 
was not on the party's statement. 

Jim Groot was disqualified due to 
the statutes stating that no candidate 



may receive his certificate of office 
if he has not complied to the regu- 
lations of expense statements. 

This is not the only case in which 
a Candidate has been disqualified, 
iiil! Wood and Al Galbraith had to 
re- run for this reason, and the 
election was reversed. Jack Can- 
non's expenses are under investi- 
gation. 

This case was not a matter of 
parts politics nor of person.ility 
judgement of the candidate. The stu- 
dent bod\ made these decisions in 
the election, and Jim Groot and the 
UP had the majority. 

This appeal was a matter of decid- 
ing who was responsible for the ad. 
It occurred on neither expense state- 
ment, and evidence shows that the 
ad was the responsibility of Jim 
Groot.

According to Loucks, another stu- 
dent living off -campus "engaged in 
substandard conduct" and violated 
the state drinking laws while in a 
men's residence hall. 1 he student 
must pay nil damages and was 
placed on probation until graduation. 

The court placed on probation four 
students , all m inurs found in posses- 
sion of alcoholic beverages In a 
men's residence hall. 

Men's Judiciary is considering a 
case "involving two boys in pani- 
cular and several other wiio played 
less active roles," Li)ucks also said. 

Two students who were appre- 
hended by campus police and charged 
with placing a large parking sign 
in the middle of the street were 
guilty of violation of the state statute 
Concerning possessions of alcoholic 
lieveregcs bv minors. 

Another student pleaded guilty to 
taking a coed to liis apartment. 

Loucks said that two students in- 
volved in iir'ck robberies with toy 
pistols "were delt with by the ap- 
propriate court for their immature 
actions."

Area three of Alumni Village will 
be open for 322 married students 
to move into next fall, said Ira 
Valentine, Assistant Director of 
Housing today. 

In this area the improvements 
st^gested in a poll of the tenants, 
of areas one and two are being 
implemented. 

Some of these improvements In- 
clude an additional closet in the 
one bedroom apartments and slid- 
ing doors on the closets of all 
units. Also the bathrooms will 
be completely tiled. 

The design of the new area is 
toward more natural light and pri- 
vacy. In the two and three bed- 
room apartments the bedrooms are 
upstairs and the kitchen and living 
area is on the ground floor. All 
of the one bedroom apartmwits are 
single story. 

There are 150 one bedroom apart- 
ments that will rent for $55 per 
month, 150 two bedroom apartments 
that will rent for $70 per month, 
16 three bedroom apartments that 
will rent for $80 per month. All 
of these apartments are completely 



furnished. 

For those students who have their 
own furniture there are six unfur- 
nished three bedroom apartments 
which will rent for $70 per month. 

According to Valentine the rent 
of the apartments does not include 
utilities. 

For the safety of the children, 
a cyclone fence will enclose the area 
and join the already existing fence 
around areas one and two. 

Another safety feature is that the 
main road of the area runs around 
the perimeter and there will be no 
through traffic. 

A central recreation area is now 
being developed for use liy the 
entire village. Included now in 
this area is a barbeque pit with 
picnic table, merry-go-round, bas- 
ketball court, and a recreattpn build- 
ing. 

The recreation building has a ping- 
pong and a pool table and Sundays 
the building is used for church ser- 
vices. 

Planned for the near future are 
swings, slides and a baseball dia- 
mond, said Valentine. 



He also said that the weekend will 
provide the individual publications 
with a chance to review the past 
year and plan for the next in a re- 
laxed, unhurried atmosphere. 

"The retreat, "said Dr. Reid Mont- 
gomery, publications adviser, "is 
a wonderful opportunity for people 
to talk in an informal way about 
work as editors and staff members 
and get to know the people they work 
with." 

Montgomery also said that it will 
give the publications a chance to 
take a serious look at their jobs 
and share ideas in an iminterrupted 
atmosphere. 

Galbraith said that the two day 
retreat will cost each participant 
$.50 for food and lodging at the 
reservation. 

The weekend will start Friday 
with a bus trip from Westcott cir- 
cle at 5:30 p.m., f r :hose without 
cars, to the reservation. Follow- 
ing a spagetti supper at 6 p.m. Dr. 
R. R. Oglesby, former dean of 
students, will give an informal talk. 

The evening will cl -se with some 
sort of nif ^n;;al reci-ea'i r. and 
entertainment, prooauly folk sing- 
ing, said Galbraith. 

After an 8:30 a.m. breakfast each 
publication will have a staff meet- 
ing to discuss plans for the next 
year and training for fiiaire staff 
positions. 

The journalists will break from 
these meetings to turn athlete for 
an hour of football and volley ball, 
or just plain relaxation, said Gal- 
braith. 

A chicken box lunch will break 
the day in half and get the retreat- 
ers ready for an afternoon staff 
meeting followed by a general meet- 
ing of all publications, Galbraith 
continued. 

The retreat will end at 3 p.m. 
Saturday afternoon. 



Initial Step In 
J. Groot Appeal 

Taken By Dean 

The first definite action for the 
formation of the arbitration board 
for the final appeal of Jim Groot 
was made yesterday in the office 
of Jack Arnold, Associate Dean of 
Students. 

Bill Falck, representing Groot and 
Company, and Hines Boyd, repre- 
senting Honor C ourt and the l-.lec- 
tions Commission, signed an agree- 
ment stating the procedures and 
the members of the arbitration 
b. ard. 

The agreement states that the board 
will rule only on thedisqualificaiion 
of Groot. This disqualification is 
challenged on the constitutionality 
and factualness of the action. 

The agreement was also made that 
the board ruling would be applicable 
only to this case. The board may 
rule Groot certified, or Cannon cer- 
tified, or it may call for a new 
election, or the office may tie 
left open for the vice president to 
fill, or any other action deemed 
appropriate. 

Falck and Boyd are to have briefs 
of their cases turned in t • board 
memtiers by 5 p.m. today. In- 
cluded in these briefs will be names 
of witnesses and a summary of 
material to be presented.

Tells Of Crisis Solution 



To The Editor: 

In view of the existing crisis in 
Student Government, the need for 
an immediate solution arises. An 
idea presents itself wUch is at 
once so revolutionary and so satis- 
factory as to demand its Immediate 
implementation.

Least reactionaries re- 
joice that females would be displaced 
from seats of power, it is our 
personal prediction that Angel Flight 
and La Petite Corps will hold de- 
cisive power. Indeed, theirpresence 
in positions is a necessity, since 
only the occasional exile of a de 
F' rnpadour will reconcile Gaines-

an astronaut's physiological condi- 
tion be promptly relayed back to 
earth. During an actual flight • f 
a capsule, this is done by various 
monitoring devices attached to the 
clothing of the a5;tronaut. From a 
plug in the suiting, thephysioiugicaJ 
signals are telemetered from die 
spacecraft to ground stations where 
they are used in monitoring the as- 
tronaut's physical condition. 

However, it is expensive and time- 
consuming to "suit-up" a man for 
each of the many test runs made be- 
fore a flight is attempted. 

For this reason, the aero-medical 
engineers team, of which Koger 
was a part, devised this ptiysio- 
simulator to simulate a human be- 
ing electrically. 

Koger's job, in addition to de- 
signing the oral temperature simu- 
lator, was to test, develop, and 
direct the manufacture of the entire 
physio-simulator. In conjunction 
with this job, he designed the box 
that houses the physio-simulator 
and wrote a complete manual on 
its operation. 

Koger spent four years in the Air 
Force where he completed his fresh- 
man year under the Armed Forces 
College (Bootstrap)) program be- 
fore coming to FSU in the fall of

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"American universities and cul- 
leges face drastic reform if the 
United States is to become the first 
nation in history to higl£r educate 
all of the people." Dean Louis 
Shores, library school, said in a lib- 
rary- dedication address at Stetson 
University Saturday. 

The two most urgent reforms 
needed," said Dr. Shores, "are the 
reorganization of our laz^e state 
universities into small colleges and 
the replacement of classroom con- 
tacts with library teaming." 

As the state universities expand t< 
enrollments over 10,000 the tenden- 
cy Is to treat students in mass by 
computer numbers. Instead of as in- 
dividuals, he said. The solutjion, he 
thinks. Is to organize the large uni- 
versities Into small colleges each 
with enrollments not over 5(30. 

The other vital reform needed is 
in learning pattern. Accent on the 
"class contact" as a measure of 
education Is promoting super- 
ficiality. "The true University in 
Carlyle's words "is a collection of 
books. " The time has come to stop 
using this quotation as a bit of ora- 
t ry at commencements and reverse 
the present relationship between 
classroom contact and library read- 
ing, he said.

it is more probable that this "White 
Paper," . instead of representing 
withheld information. Is nothing but 
a collection of half-truths, distor- 
tions, and outright lies. 

Yes, I said lies. Our Government 
often lies. It lied at first concern- 
ing the U-2 and the Bay of Pigs 
Incidaits, admitting the truth only 
after It became painfully obvious 
to the whole world anyway. In 
southeast Asia, our government lied 
when it said It did not fly pilot- 
less spy planes nver China, and 
when it denied f r many months 
the use of napalm in Vietnam. These 
are but a few of the lies our go vem- 
'ment has been caught in. The num- 
ber of undiscovered lies is surely 
far greater. Some may condone 
these lies as necessary, bui it must 
be taken into account, when eval- 
uating the statements of our gov- 
ernment, that it does lie frequent- 
ly. 

But even if it were true that the 
National Liberation Front has been 
supplied extensively with arms and 
men oy the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam, the only thing I could 
find fault with would be their use 
of violence. After all, Vietnam 
is their country! It was to have 
been reunited nine years ago by na- 
tion-wide free elections, but our 
government prohibited elections in 
South Vietnam as It knew that Ho 
Chi Mlnh would have won. General 
Eisenhower has said, "I have never 
talked or corresponded with a per- 
son knowledgeable in Indochinese 
affairs who did not agree that had 
elections been held. . .popsiiiy 80% 
of the population would have voted 
for the Communist Ho Chi Minh. " 

Our government did not let the 
people of Vietnam exercise their 
right of self-determination. There 
have been ni' elections in South 
Vietnam yet. And today the NLF 
has the support of at least 75% 
of the population so there will be 
none in the near future sponsored 
by our government. 

The division of Vietnam was a 
purely arbitrary one. Vietnam is 
etiinically one Country, not two, and 
the pe.ple, both north and south, 
want reunifioation. If northerners 
have entered South Vietnam seeking 
to bring this about, they cannot be 
blamed for ttieir desire. It is un- 
fortunate that the NLF uses violent 
means, but there Is serious doubt 
in my mind whether riur govern- 
ment is sensitive or sensible enough 
to respond to more subtle n eans.

Is bringing, and will con- 
tinue to bring untold evil. 1 can 
only strongly echo Sen. Morse's 
words, "We should never have gone 
in there, we should not have stayed 
In, we should get out now."

Senator Rick Fritz Announces 
'65-66 Senate Budget Hearings 

Rick Fritz, chairman of the Student Senate budget sub-committee, 
announced today that hearings on the proposed 1965-66 budget will 
begin today at 4 p.m. in the cabinet offices in the Union. 

There will be addiUonal hearings Monday and Tuesday at 4 p.m.." 
said Fritz. He requested diat supervisors of budgets 502 through 
520 appear at the hearing today. 
Supervisors of budgets 521 through 539 should appear at the Monday 
hearings. SuperviSbr's of budgets 540 through 591 should come to the 
Tuesday meeting, said Fritz. 

Fritz also said that the administrators of the Inter-collegiate athletic 
and progrtim budgets should attend the Tuesday session. 
The Senate has already approved a partial budget for next year based 
on $130 activity fee and is now considering a budget based on $113 
activity fee. 

The Senate has not approved the athletic bu^et on the $130 budget, 

said Fritz.

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Healthy Expression 

The following is an editorial from the "Pensacola 
Journal" of March 16. 1965. It was brought to our 

attention as an editorial that was a direct result 
of the publisher of the "Journal" visiting the FSU 
campus and seeing our circus presentation. 

"Free speech or filthy speech? Or is it the right 
to demonstrate and shout obscenities or the right to 
pursue an education in an orderly, civilized manner? 

That seems to be the question. 

College students in some parts of the United States, 
notably the weirdo minority at Berkeley, Calif., seem 
confused over the purpose of attendii^ an institution 
of higher education. 

They have discovered an exciting substitute, a drug, 
an oddball outlet of expression. 

Increasing knowledge through serious, disciplined, 
dedicated, acadi^niic achievement — that should be- their 
purpose, not picking up the banners of alleged "free 
speech" and transforming it into a "filthy speech" 
movement that attracts all the goofoffs of the Beatle 
generation. 

At Berkeley, the University of California has been 

victimizec! by all types of weird demonstrations and 
oddball events which have upset the ^durational pro- 
cesses and caused chaos that almost toppled the admin- 
istration of one of the nation's biggest universities. 

But fortunatelv, there is a striking contrast. 

At Tallahassee, less confused youngsters are put- 
ting their energy to work in more constructive en- 
deavors. 

Such as the internationally acclaimed Florida State 
University circus. 

This prestige project which gives the individual 
youngster a chance for self-expression has been a 
marvelous educational enterprise as well as an ex- 
cellent showcase for both the growing university and 
the State of Florida. 

Students provide professional performances for thous- 
ands who come to Tallahassee, as well as large 
television audie^nces and others who see the troupers 
on the high wires in various cities and towns through- 
out ihi' nation. 

This provides a healthy picture of student self- 
exi)ression. 

Yet back at Berkeley, a barefoot young man with 
a beatle-type haircut carries a sign with a shocking 
f(jur-lettf r sex word at the entrance to the University 

ol C difornia campus. 

As a result, a series of disorders almost led to the 
resignation of Clark Kerr, president of the nine- 
campus, 65.000-stvident univ( rsity and Acting Chan- 
cellor Martin Meyerson of the 27,500-student Ber- 
keley campus.

! he idea f lioeral education pro- 
bably originated with the Greeks, 
and it became a topic of interest 
in this Country' afrer the Second 
World War. It is stili .being de- 
bated today. 

But what IS the \alue of a liberal 
education? One -scholar states that 
the central purpose of a liberal 
educati n is the "lil)eratiun of the 
iiund." A t.ip ranking gn up of 
educat rp c ncluded that liberal 
ediicatii'n is "designed to free in- 
dividual human beings fr' ni the 
limitations of ignorance, prejudice, 
and nrovincialism. . . ." 
It is easy to understand why to- 
talitariati governments will not tol- 
erate liberal education. Adictator- 
slilp has little to fear from a nation 
of narrowly educated specialists. 



It is my contenti' n :hai a free 
society cannot li ng survive unless 
its people are liiierally educated. 
Where ideas are suppressed and 
books burned, freedom perishes. 

In a country like ours which is 
materially orientated, there is a 
very real danger ir, bec-ming over 
speciali/fd. K\n:riine federal grants 
t" highei^ o>: . n, and n is ob- 
vious that tile arts and humanities 
are vezy much suliordlaated to the 
sciences. 
Over speclali^^atl n often results 
in the shackling of the mind. T he 
person so educated has a very nar- 
row outlook which is a result f 
Ignorance and prejudice. 
In answer to the opening question 
of this column, no, education fur 
the sake of education Is not an ana- 
chronism! In our society it is 
probably even more imponant than 
ever before.

Priming Co., today did a quick 
abiiUt face on his story that George 
Beai and a cenain previously un- 
ider, itied person (Jim Groot), had 
deli : ■ !V misrepresented them- 
selves; t.. change an ad in the "Flam- 
beau" at the printers. 

Mills had originally claimed that 
Beal and friend had passed them- 
selves off as members of the "Flam- 
beau" staff in order to change the 
ad supporting G root's integrity. 
Beal changed the credit line to 
read "paid for in the interest of 
good student government by the 
University Party." 
The 'original credit line had read 
"paid for by individual contribu- 
■ . :iS. '' 

Mills now claims that the two had 
not misrepresented themselves. "1 
misunderstood the situation and 
made the natural assumption that 
they were from the paper," said 
Mills. 

After obtaining the new statement 
from Mills, Seals released this 
statement. 

"I. When 1 requested the change 
at the printers t was acting in 



my capacity as the agent who con- 
tracted for the ad, and was under 
the impression that 1 had the le- 
tral right to request changes at 
any time before the ad was printed. 

"2. When the ad was first placed 
with the "Flambeau," the under- 
standing was that no credit line 
w<juld be required. 
The only credit line which was 
ever shov/n to or approved by the 
University Party, which was to pay 
for the ad, was the one inserted 
at the printers. 

"3. The first credit line — inserted 
by someone at the "Flambeau" of- 
fices without the editor's knowledge 
or approval by either me or the 

Party was objectionable to twth 

Beal and the University Party. 

"When I dropped by the 'Flam- 
beau' offices at 9:30 p.m. the night 
before the ad was to appear in 
print, 1 requested that the objec- 
tionable credit line be removed. 
At this time, and without a chance 
to consult the Party concerning 
a credit line. I suggested the use 
i^f the phrase 'Space for this state- 
ment provided through individual 
contributions 



"This second credit line was sug- 
gested because I knew that the 
Party planned to collect money for 
the ad in that manner. 

"4. When the Party Chairman was 
notified, at 11 p.m., of the several 
changes in the credit line, he dir- 
ected me to have the words "Paid 
for in the cause of good government 
by the University Party" used as a 
credit line. 

"This was to make clear that the 
party was responsible for the ad, 
and avoid confusion such as arose 
over the well-known Biletnikoff ad. 

"5. I attempted to have the change 
made at the 'Tlambeau" but their 
layout man had already gone home. 
The night watchman at the Union 
and an employee of the Union Cafe- 
teria can provide testimony to this 
fact. 

"6. Erik Collins, Editor of the 
'Flamtieau,' was notified of the 
change immediately after it was 
made, and before it was printed. 

"7. At that lime, Collins approved 
tbe substance of the change, although 
be was not aware that the change 
had been made at the printers rather 
than at tbe Tlambeau' offices."

Mr. Barron's column of the seven- 
teenth has prompted us to submit 
this reply in an attempt to evaluate 
the soundness of his position.

Van Doren - Firm Believer in People

Miss Christensen commented that 
the selections published ' reflected 
Che opinions of the editor. Com- 
ments by readers that are made 
on the works are made for the 
purpose of advising the editor and 
should not In any way discourage 
writing oy the authors." 

'The Legend's' new editor, Bonnie 
Egan, is currently in the process 
of organizing a staff of readers 
for next year's publication. 



"I found the play easier to write 
than I had anticipated," explained 
Van Doren. "In fact, I was in a 
hotel in Raleigh. N. C. when the 

inspiration came. It came so sud- 
denly that I began to write the dia- 
logue on hotel stationery and wrote 
continuously until it was com- 
pleted." 

V an Doren pointed out that "love 
inspires me more than anything. 
Shakespeare was a great poet be- 
cause he loved and understood man- 
kind. But love is not a senti- 
mental thing: it is plainly visible 
and can be very terrible at times." 

"One has to be a noticer to love. 
The artist is a noticer. He is 
very aware of the world and finds 
it fascinating" he added. 

Van Doren decided upon a literary 
career about the ^e of 25. "1 
was very unsure of what I wanted 
to do until that time, but then youth 
has always been confused," con- 
cluded Van Doren.

This program, which begins with 
trimester 111, provides part-time 
jobs f ^r full-time students from low 
income families. 
On campus jobs will include cleri- 
cal work, library indexing, labora- 
tory assistance and others. 
Off campus employment, conducted 
urder an agreement with a public 
or private non-profit organizatiLii 
will place students as tutors, youth 



workers and recreational leaders. 

Work under the program is limited 
to a maximum of 15 hours per week 
during the academic year and 40 
hours per week durli% vacation 
periods. 

The federal govemmer.t will pay 
90 percent of the cost of ihe pro- 
gram with the remaining 10 percent 
coming from the university or com- 
munity agency matching funds. 
The program will be administered 
by the financial aids office and will 
be coordinated with other financial 
aids such as sch. larshipsandloans. 
This program is aimed mainly at 
students from families with a gross 
income of $3000 or less, with an 
additional $c>00 being allowed for 
each dependent. 
Married students, undergraduate 
or graduate, are eligible only if

According to Falck the same wit- 
nesses said the same things they 
did bef -re Honor Court, also the 
University Pany ledger was avail- 
able ai mg with tfe depository 
checks. 

Falck said the checks made it 
evident that the Biletnikoff adver- 
tisement was paid for by the party. 
Also Stu Suua, treasurer of the 
U'niverFiiy f'ary, explained the ac- 
counting system A the party t>. the 
satisfaciion of the board. 

Assistant Professor of Business 
Law, Ken Shaver, was a witness 
for the dciense. 

Falck said that Shaver gave a 
discourse on agency law and in 
the discourse stated that "....it 
Is evident to him that Tellone was 
in fact an agent of the University 
Party to sign a contract to bind 
the University Party and not Jim 
Groot."

"The only way to determine what 
the Intent of the agent, Tellone, 
was, is to ask him what he had on 
his mind when he signed. 

•The prosecution had little to say. 
We had an informal atmosphere, 
they conducted themselves well and 
so did we.' 

"It was my impression that when 
I signed the document binding Groot, 
that the decision rendered by the 
board would be the decision acc^ted 
by both parties. 

"We have done our part and we 
expect them to do theirs," said 
Falck. 

Teacher Rating 
Begins Monday 

Charles Defore, chairman of the 
Faculty Evaluation Committee, is 
raising a cry for help. 

"Monday and Tuesday's evaluation 
will take between 300 and 400 work- 
ers to distribute the forms, pick 
them up and have them counted. 

"We've got most of the service 
organizations helping but we need 
more help from interested stu- 
dents," said Defore. 

Defore said that the volunteers 
will have an organizational meeting 
Sunday at 7 p.m. in Moore Audi- 
torium to learn how to administer 
the evaluation. 

The purpose of the evaluation said 
Student Body President John Mer- 
ting is to provide the administration 
and department beads with course 
and faculty critiques from the stu- 
dent point of view. 

Merting said that the poll will 
also allow the individual faculty 
member to improve his teaching 
techniques and presentation in the 
classroom situation; and provide 
each student with a published, va- 
lid guide to outstanding courses and 
faculty members. 

Defore said that the evaluation will 
be done in all 1,100 classes and 
affect all 700 members of the fac- 
ulty. The actual polling will take 
about 10 minutes of class time. 



A rowdy and humorous sAslon of 
Student Senate resulted in the pas- 
sage of numerous pieces of legis- 
lation. 

Hugh HdXner was defeated by Mar- 
garet Chase Smith for the special 
division of the Robinson Award. 
Senate passed candidates for the 
eight areas of the award: Harold 
Janeen, industry; Mark Hatfield, 
government; Bob Hope, entenain- 
ment; James B. Conant, education; 
Y. A. Tittle, athletics; Billy Gra- 
ham, region; Louis Armstrong, 
promotion of International under- 
standing. 

Beverly Bell and Susan West were 
approved by Senate as members 
of the Elections Commission. 
The constitutions of the German 
Club and Omicron Delta Epsilon 
were approved. The approval of 
the constitution of the Associated 
Student Governments of America 
was placed in the form of a bill 
and sent to the Organizations and 
Finance Comminee. 

Bill XX, which sets the limits 
for candidate and party expendi- 
tures unanimously passed over the 
veto of Student Body President John 
Merting. 



Expenditures were increased to 
$200 for student body presidetit; 
$150, vice pres.; $90, chief jus- 
tice of Honor Court, men's vice 
pres., and women's vice pres. 

Party expenditiures may not ex- 
ceed $250. 
Bill XXXI which qualifies the re- 
quirements for Union Board posi- 
tions was passed. 
Bill XXXU which would establish 
a student seating committee was 
sent to the Labor and Student Ser- 
vices Committee. This bill will 



set up a committee to settle pro- 
blems arising from football and 
Artist Series seating. 

A bill providing that the Elections 
Commission ascertain that "the 
candidates have met specific quali- 
fications needed t ) hold the office, 
before active campaigning begins," 
was passed. 

A bill to clarify the procedure 
for sending a delegate to a con- 
vention to represent an organiza- 
tion which is supported by alloca- 
tions from Student Government was 
sent to the Judicial and RuIm Com- 
mittee. 

An introduction to the Student Body 
Constitution embodying the provi- 
sions of -he Student Bill of Rights 
was introduced in bill form by 
the Judicial and Rules Committee 
and sent to the Labor and Student 
Services Committee. 

A resolution to grant free pas- 
sage on the Sunshine Parkway to 
Students In Florida institutes of 
higher learning was passed. 

The legislature will ue informed 
i f ihif resolution as well as one 
which requests that students be 
exempt from personal property tax 
on mobile homes. 

A committee will t i; , inted to 
investigate the traffic hazard 
created on Woodward Street between 
the GeoUigy Bldg. and the Union. 

A committee to investigate and 
rework the Elections Code, the 
Elections Commission, and the 
Honor Court during the summer 
was approved and will be appointed. 

Secretary of Finance Bill Wood 
made a "special plea" that Sena- 
tors attend a 4:30 p.m. session to- 
day to discuss the budget. "If 
we don't pass it there will not be 
a budget for next year," he said.

At this time the situation in the Jim Groot case is 
by no means clear to Groot, the administration, or 
Student Government. 

From the viewpoint of the general student body we 
imagine the issues leading up to the present dis- 
agreement are even more confusing. 

Why is one side claiming a Jim Groot victory and 
the other claiming we have no student botfy president- 
elect? 

The ad hoc committee, composed of Dean Jack 
Arnold, Dr. Steven Winters. Dr. Ross O^Iesby. Joyce 
Killian. . vice president of the student body, and Jim 
Jones, senior class president, met Monday in an at- 
tempt to arbitrate the Jim Groot case. 

The committee claims, through its spokesman. Dean 
Arnold, that it was handed an assignment to review 
the case from start to finish as an entirely new issue 
(de novo). 

When the committee's official decision was released 
Tuesday afternoon any agreement the opposing sides 
had on the intent and functioning of the committee 
turned to disagreement. The side defending the 
Honor Court disqualification ruling contends that it 
was not their understanding that this was to be a 
'•de novo" committee. 

This faction claims tliat the committee was set up 
with the express intention of reviewing an appeal 
of the existing Honor Court ruling, something quite 
different than starting from scratch with fresh evi- 
dence. 

They say that this is the only reason Mines Boyd, 
the chief justice of the Honor Court, was given the 
assignment of presenting one side of the case. 

Boyd was felt responsible for defending only the 
Honor Court ruling and not for representing Student 
Government or any anti-Groot faction. 

Thus they claim that the decision of the committee 
does not in any way nullify the Honor Court's dis- 
qualification ruling. 

They feel that only a direct ruling by an appeals 
committee on the Honor Court decision could de- 
cide whether or not Jim Groot takes office. 

Opposing this view, the other side claims that since 
both sides agreed in writing to abide by the com- 
mittee s decision, bad faith is now being displayed 
by those disagreeing with the committee's report 

They say that both sides had an equal opportunity 
to see the agreement establishing the committee 
and both sides could have disagreed at that time. 

They claim that Hines Boyd was not representing 
only Honor Court but all of Student Government and 
any anti-Groot forces involved with the entire pro- 
ceedings. 

Whichever side is justified in their analyzation of 
the situation, the fact remains that the case is still 
up in the air. 

We feel the student body wants to know and has 
every right to know exactly what's up from here on 
out. \\e will make every attempt to obtain the facts 
from the sources involved with the hope of keepintr 
everything above board and within reach of those 
who are the most vitally concerned, the students. 



Missing Link Is Perhaps Found 



"Former South Vietnamese Pre 
mier Nguyen Xuan Oanh said yes- 
terday that three Vietnamese intel- 
lectuals who sought a cease-fire 
in the war were dropped without 
parachutes into Communist North 
Viet Nam." (St. Petersburg l inies 
March 18. 1965). 

The three were a professor, a doc- 
tor and a newspaperman whose only 
crime was seeking peace. This is 
only the latest instance of in- 
humanity, brutality, and unspeakable 
crimes committed by Americans and 
our puppet rulers in South Vietnam. 
Torture is extremely common, both 
on military and civilian prisoner. 
The Long Island Newsday reported 
on Oct. 26. 1964: 

"Terror is used for Interrogation, 
as propaganda, as punishment and as 
revenge. . .Chances of surviving 
field interrogation are often ex- 



tremely poor. Death can come for 
prisoners under the tracks of ar- 
mored vehicles, by decapitation or 
by bleeding to death after Doth 
hands have been chopped off or by 
a bullet through the head." 
Some overall figures, up to mld- 
1963, for the American end of the 
war as compiled by the Democratic 
Parry of (South) Vietnam, a viru- 
lently anti-Comniunist group, are- 
IbO.OOO dead: "Od.OOO tenured and 
maimed: 400,000 imprisoned: 31,000 
raped: 3.000 disemboweled with li- 
vers cut out while alive; 4,000 
burned alive: 1,000 temples des- 
troyed: and 40 villages attacked 
with poisonous chemicals. The 
D.F.V. also reports that tO% of 
the "enemy casualities" claimed 
by the g osernment are innocent pea- 
sants. I )ur government, of course, 
hushes this up as it would not do

To the Editor 

I would like to reply to the 
expressed hope of Ken Nelson that 
this "debate" will come tt> more than 
a display of verbage. 

I am under the impression that the 
Honor Code a^ies to other than 
acattemlc subjects. That is, that 
falsifying records such as slsring 
out for a false destination, : ^Is 
under the jurisdiction of the Hor.or 
System. It is with this idea in mind 
that I asked, do we have the right 
to determine whether another's ac- 
tions are right or wrong? There 
should be a definite understanding as 
to the situations to which the Honor 
System qiplies. One criteria for 
drawing the line would be the ques- 
tion of whether an action will have a 
negative or adverse effect on others. 
I have seen the principles of the 
Honor Code used where there is ab- 
solutely no effea on the person 
"upholding" the Honor Code, and 
whether It had an effect on anyone 
else was not a question that he was 
in any position to decide. This is 
an a{q>lication of the Honor Code 
that I objea to, and I think the spec- 
ific uses of the Honor Code should 
be clarified. 

In reference to academic dis- 
hoiMsty, I emphasize that my article 
was not condoning lying, cheating. 



plagarism, etc. We must have la«s 
in our society or we would not be 
able to live together with any de- 
gree of harmony. It would seem wise 
however, to haveonly those laws that 
are useful and effective. I believe 
that the Honor Code is not effeaive 
because it does not prevent dishon- 
esty. For those students who feel 
that they are only doing an Injustice 
to themselves and others, the Honor 
Code is superfluous. 

It Is difficult to arrive at a work- 
able solution to this problem, for 
we cannot uncover any solid facts 
on the effectiveness of the present 
Ha nor System. iVir can we say ex- 
actly what will be effective, for the 
roots of dishonesty extend far back 
In each individual's history.

Among his recent projects are the 
U.S. Embassy soon to be completed 
in Ceylon, the traveling exhibition 
buildings of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission in South America, and 
several air- supported structures at 
the New York World's Fair. 

Considered by critics to be "dar- 
ing and inventive," Lundy has been 
Cited in "Time," "Life." "Look," 
"Fortiuie," and other magazines 
throughout the world for the bold, 
fanciful roofs which are one of his 
trademailcs. 

Commenting on his original style, 
Lundy said, "There Is nothing con- 
trived about my architecture. It is 
bold and naked. If it doesn't suc- 
ceed, then everybody knows about 
It." 

Constamly observing buildings and 
peoples' reactions to dtelr sur- 
roundings, Lundy has said, "When 
I see a thing of beauty, I worry over 
it, e^qperlence it, and extract out of 
it all that 1 can.

Today ends the one year tenure of 
office for John Merting, student body 
president. 

His statements and comments on 
the past year range from high praise 
to strong criticism. 

Merting, a government and inter- 
national affairs major, will attend 
the University of Virginia Law 
School next year on a scholarship. 

Merting said the past year was 
very successful for FSL in general. 



He especially noted the highly suc- 
cessful year in athletics, expansion 
of the physical plant with building 
construction and the opening of the 
University Union, and the continuing 
^progress in the area of academics. 

Merting said that Student Govern- 
ment contributed niuch to the uni- 
versity among which was the SRident 
insurance proeram which had Its 
most successful year ever. 

For next year there will be three 
Increased benefits with no Increase 
In cost plusoptlonalmatemltybene- 
flts. 
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He also cited progress in work with 
the legislature In Legislative Re- 
cognition Day. 

Another contribution was the found- 
ing of the Student Association for 
Promotion of Higher Education, 
(SAPHE), which Is an organization 
of the state's universities to pro- 
mote the interest of higher educa- 
tion. 

Merting said the Student C)q)osltor>' 
was moved to a new location in the 
University Union that is more easily 
accessible to all students. 
Student Enterprlzes, Incorporated 
has committed Its funds and efforts 
to acquiring a huge ntultl-purpose 
auditorium and ooUseuin. 
One of the important contributions 
by the administration was the stu- 
dent faculty evaluation. He said this 
will give the student access to a pub- 
lished guide of outstanding cours' 
and professors. 

Merting praised the Initiation of the 
student leadership training program 
and Che regular publication of the 
first monthly newslener of Student 
Government. 

"Student Government News" is 
sent to all state legislators and cab- 
inet members and newspapers 
throughout the state. 

Also on the mailing list are all 
student organizations, student resi- 
dence areas and all . Southern uni- 
versities. 

This year also saw the initiation of 
a weekly Student Government radio 
program for discussion of current 
campus problems. 

Merting also dted the adoption of 
the Student Bill of Ri^ts by the 
student body and the bringing of 
big-name entertainment to the cam- 
pus through the Secretary of Inter- 
nal Affairs as significant advance- 
ments by Student Government. 

"These were most of the major 
innovations but it doesn't Include the 
more than 100 normal day-to-day 
continuing activities and services 
of Student Gbvemment," he said. 

"I am very proud of the people 
I've been associated with thltf year 
in Student Q)veniment. I can have 
nothing but praise for most of them 
for their continuing devotion to FSU. 

"It was only through their dedicated 
efforts that we were able to ac- 
complish what we did," said Mert- 
ing. 

"However, I would be derelict In 
my duty If 1 did not point out lor 
criticism, certain situations which 
exist on this campus." 

Among the criticism, Merting said, 
"continuity in Student Government is 
a rt-,uisite for an e&ctlve admin- 
istration. 

"We have sought to gain this con- 
tlnidty through procedures manuals 
and a Student Q)vemment retreat. 
Without this continuity students will 
Rfvcr tie in a position to deal effec- 
tively with the University Adminis- 
tration," he said. 

"Archaic social restrictions and 
university regidatlons need whole- 
sale revision and should be recom- 
bined into one single publication, 
rather than the Fow Wow, Knowledge 
for College, etc.," he said. 

Menlng continued by saying that 
he ". . .must be highly critical of 
the administration and particularly 
the office of the Dean of Students 
for their rash and almost Irres- 
ponsible action following the crisis 
surrounding the circus last summer 
and the Pow Wow situation last fall. 

"I must crltici/e their dodging of 
the main issues in favor of public 
opinion and support and political 
pressure. 

"['ersonally, and not as Student 
body president, 1 can have no faith 
or respect for arbitrary actions 
which completely destroy the effec- 
tiveness of Student Government, es- 
pecially the Honor Ckiurt," he con- 
cluded.

Some ' Ifs' 

Today and tomorrow Student Government will conduct 

its program for student evaluation of faculty. About 
400 students have been asked to help in the distri- 
bution of the necessarj- forms for the two day period. 
Every student at FSU will have the opportunity to 
evaluate his various instructors. 

This calls for one thing on the part of each student; 
a responsible attitude. The evaluation is not a farce. 
It is meant to give the student a greater voice in 
what he may get out of the time and money he puts 
into his stay at FSU. 

The stated purpose of the program as released by 
Student Government is threefold: 

1) to provide the Administration and Department 

Heads with course and faculty critiques from the 
students' point of view. 

2) to allow the individual faculty member to im- 
prove his teachmg techniques and presentation in the 
classroom situation. 

3) to provide each student with a published, valid 
guide to outstanding courses and faculty members. 

If each student approaches this evaluation with a 
responsible attitude and sincerely trys to express 
his feelings, the program will have only one other 
obstacle to overcome in order to be successful. 
This obstacle is the administration and faculty. 

The program has been unanimously approved by the 
Council of Deans and has been well received in xmost 
all areas of the campus. If the administrators and 
faculty are convinced the students approached the 
evaluation with the right attitude and if they use the 
results for continued improvement of the FSU faculty, 
the whole University will benefit. 

During his administration Student Body President 
John Merting expressed the hope that this evaluation 
would serve as a means of constructive criticism and 
would be continued from year to year. 

Should the above mentioned "ifs" become realities 
we feel the program will meet with the necessary 
success and should become a valuable part of Stu- 
dent Government service to students from now on.

To The Editor: 

It is evident that Paul Brawn's 
recent attempt to convince the stu- 
dent body of this l . i^ersry of his 
own prejudices toward education was 
somewhat better prepared than ear- 
lier attempts to convince students 
that all human activity was useless. 
However, some comments might be 
made on this lates: effort since it 
was, in Brown's usual style, quite 
illogical. 
Brown's article asks "is liberal 
education anachronistic?" But no- 
where in that article does he de- 
fine a "liberal" education. He 
seenis to imply that It means "ed- 
ucate n f r the sake of education" 
bui this seems to be a very narrow 
c r.struction .f the word "liberal" 
and one that is certainly not raised 
in the mind at the first mention 
of the Word. Again in the founh 
paragraph he asks "Bu: what is 
the value of a liberal education?" 
and then proceeds to discuss the 
purpose of a liberal education (wliat- 
ever that is) rather than the value 
of such an education. 
In paragraph five he states that 
"it is easy to understand why totali- 
tarian governments will nottoleraie 
liberal education" and then he does 
not explain why it is "easy to un 
derstand." Some authors have hin- 
ted that it may be beneficial even 
to a totalitarian government to al 
low a general, well-rounded edu 
cation to citizens as well as to 
allow freed of inquiry t(. en 
hance such education. And fur 
iher, Brown noted, "A dictator- 
ship has little to fear from a na- 
tion of narrowly educated special- 
ists." This statement may have 
been a slip on Brown's pan, but 
I am sure ;he dictators of the world 
wi uld like • oe informed of tills 
profound truth that wUl allow tijem 
to cease worrying about maintain- 
ing their power. 

fSj: -he above statements are of 
little concern and do not prompt 
a reply in themselves. The real 
jewel is expressed in paragraph six 
where Brown stated "Where ideas 
are suppressed and books burned, 
freedom perishes." How can the 
two exist at the same time and 
one cause the demise of the other? 
It seems quite obvious that where 
books are burned and ideas are 
suppressed, freedom has already 
{>erisl>ed. 

Many other flaws could be delinea- 
ted but i( seems a waste of time 
since this letter will not be pub- 
lished anyway. At least. I hope 
Brown will continue in his normal 
Illogical and vague style since such 
articles will have litUe effect on a 
"liberally" eaucated mind and wUl 
not necessitate refutation.

This statement was taken from a conversation with 
Dr. Herb Reinhard in connection with Union Appre- 
ciation Week.

To The Editor 

I would like to defend Anthony 
Barron's article (17 March) vis a 
vis the criticism of it (Duffield 
and Schmidt, 23 March). 

I feel Mr. Barron Is Justified in 
referring to "conununist North Viet 
Nam" as the Democratic Republic 
of Viet Nam, since the latter Is 
the name proper of the country 
referred to. (cf.. East Germany 
Is the German Democratic Re- 
public). His terminology is less 
loaded '"ith derogatory connotations 
and thereby emphasizes that there 
are two sides to the story. Also 
the names are interesting in them- 
selves (one likes to read facts in 
newspapers). 

Duffield and Schmidt criticize Mr. 
Barron's "deduction" of the con- 
troversial nature of the White Pa- 
per (which offers justification for 
our foreign policy in Viet Nam) 
That the White Paper is contro- 
versial is a fact, not a deduction. 
It has been subjected to controversy 
In the '^ew R^niblic" (March 13; 
see also March 6). The "New 
Republic" states that the White 
Paper is at best "unconvincing" 
and at the worst "contradictory. 
Illogical, and misleading.' Anthony 
Barron Is not alone in lUs opinions 
regarding the White Paper. 
Thirdly it seems to me irrelevant 
to debate whether Ho Chi Mlnh would 
have been elected. Mr. Barron 
pointed out that the Imnorrnnt i?«:iie 
was that the f ~ 



be elected, so the elections were 
prevented. The U. S. sided with 
1^0 Dinh Diem who himself did not 
allow free elections. If we were 
protecting freedom by these actions , 
then freedom needs to be defined 
carefully. DufHeldandSchinldt pre- 
tend to beUeve that Anthony Barron 
condones the violence employed by 
the communist guerrillas. This is 
a little of DuCfield and Schmidt be- 
cause Mr. Barron has indicated In 
past articles that he is a pacifist, 
and does not condone violeact on 
the part of any agency. 
The stand of the U. S. In Viet 
Nam has been clarified from a 
Strange quarter— an anlcle uy 
Bumham in the "National Review" 
of March 23. He suggests the 
U. S. relent from employing its 
customary justifications for being 
in Viet Nam; viz., we were invited 
there by a friendly government t. 
protect it from aggressors from the 
Nonh. Both of these Justiflcatl ns 
are somewhat vulnerable and may 
well backfire on us in the future. 
Bumham says referring to these 
excuses: "The U. S. statements 
have come to seem either silly.fr au- 
dulent, or hypocritical." The s k- 
reason for our being in Viet San, 
is to prritect "our own Security." 
"Our" should be underscored, 1 
feel, in order t . emphasize that 
"our" security is not necessarily 
equhalent to the security of the

Car .Nine touk the first turn, skid- 
ded, spinned, and crashed into the 
crowd. Pulling out of the spin, 
the driver continued m the track 
while ambulances rushed spectators 
with minor injuries to the hospital. 

Things quieted down for the next 
few h' urs except fur the usual 
tire and mot.jr trouble resulting in 
pit stops. 

Within a shon time, men were 
going shirtless and women tied their 
blouses midriff style as the sun 
beat down upon the track and Its 

50 thousand spectators. 

-\t noon, the track temperature 
registered a mere 130 degrees. 
Resident's hose lines had more 
people standing in line waiting to 
rinse off than were waiting to use 
the sparsely located restro ims. 

As the day wore on and the dirt 
settled over every me and every- 
thing, the cars reved up t j over 170 
mph <jn the straightaways. 



At 1:30 p.m. Gurney's car was 
eliminated from the race with a 
broken fuel pump. At the time, he 
was 17 seconds behind the lead Chap- 
arral, car number three. 

From then m, the number three 
car increased it's lead to seven 
full laps . n the 5.2 mile course 
before the Ferraris began closing 
the gap. * 

Hall also set the track record as 
the Three car tore up the course 
in 2:59 flat.
